VITAL  STATISTICS. 


BIRTHS. 

Thirty-eight  births,  21  males  and  17  females,  were  registered  during  the 
year.  The  crude  birth  rate  of  17.0  and  the  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
21.5  per  1,000  compared  with  17.0  and  21,6  respectively  for  1957. 

STILLBIRTHS. 

There  was  one  stillbirth  during  the  year  1958. 

DEATHS. 

Thirty-three  deaths,  18  males  and  15  females,  were  registered  during  the 
year.  The  crude  death  rate  of  14.7  and  the  adjusted  rate  of  9*9  per  1,000 
compares  with  13.9  and  9*3  respectively  for  1957*

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES, 


There  are  814  houses  in  your  district  and  of  these  8  houses  only  are 
without  supply  of  water  from  the  lyide  Water  Board1 s  Mains* 


All  but  117  houses,  which  are  a  long  distance  from  the  Sewers,  are 
connected  to  Sewerage  System* 

There  are  874  Water  Closets,  25  Pail  Closets  and  14  Privies*  There  are 
13  houses  awaiting  conversions  and  30  further  houses  could  be  converted 
upon  extension  of  sewers.  Plans  for  Sewage  Works  for  the  Park  Lane  District 
have  been  prepared. 

House  Refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  the  Council  Lorry,  a  Ford  3  ton  Refuse 
Collection  vehicle  and  the  Refuse  is  tipped  on  the  controlled  System  on 
to  low  lying  ground*  Pail  Closet  contents  are  put  on  the  tip  and  covered 
by  the  House  Refuse* 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  shops  and  business  premises  for  collection 
of  trade  refuse  on  .payment* 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION. 


The  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  visiting  168  premises,  the  discovery 
of  38  defects,  38  of  which  were  remedied  after  informal  notification. 

SHOPS  ACTSt  There  are  54  premises  in  the  district  used  as  shops  and 
all  were  found  to  he  satisfactory  as  regards  sanitary  conveniences, 
temperature,  ventilation  and  comfort  of  assistants  where  employed. 

The  cafes  and  Restaurants  were  seen  to  he  clean  and  well  conducted. 

Clubs  and  Licensed  premises  were  also  satisfactory, 

FISH  FRYERS:  The  premises  of  the  three  Fish  Fryers  are  clean  and  in 
very  good  order, 

SCHOOLS :  The  two  schools  were  satisfactory  as  to  premises  and 
conveniences.  The  water  supply  was  also  satisfactory  when  visited, 

FACTORIES t  There  are  23  premises  registered  under  the  Factory  Act,  1937 9 
including  a  Salt  Works  Power  House,  Corn  Mill,  Bakeries,  Garages  and 
Joiners*  Shops, 

HOUSE  DRAINS 8  Notices  were  sent  in  respect  of  22  blocked  drains 
and  these  had  attention  hy  Council's  Staff  on  payment  hy  the  owners, 

15  Bust  Bins  were  supplied  and  charged  to  the  Owners  of 

properties, 

TENTS,  VANS,  SHEBS  ETC:  Premises  of  this  description  are  not  continuously 
occupied.  Seven  sites  are  licensed  for  stationing  van-dwellings  and  tents 
for  the  Summer  season  only.  Byelaws  have  been  adopted  for  the  control  of 
moveable  dwellings.  Lavatory  accommodation  is  provided  and  pyide  Water  is 
laid  on  to  each  site.  The  sites  are  well  conducted  and  are  kept  very  clean 
and  tidy.  There  were  three  Temporary  Camps  occupied  by  Scouts  and  Girl  Guides, 
Each  Camp  was  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  During  the  summer  period 
the  population  of  the  district  is  increased  by  25$  by  persons  living  in  the 


camps.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS. 


The  Urban  District  is  mainly  agricultural  and  is  well  served  by 
the  Lancashire  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  Services  under  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949* 

Test  baiting  of  the  Sewers  has  proved  negative. 

The  Council’s  Refuse  tips  have  had  constant  attention  during  the  year, 

HOUSING. 


Seven  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year  by  private  enterprise. 

Inspection  was  made  of  38  houses  and  all  defects  received  attention 
after  informal  notice, 

A  classification  of  houses  in  your  area  shows  that  73  are  large  houses, 
3  are  inns,  40  are  farmsteads,  34  are  houses  and  shops,  465  are  small 
modern  houses,  185  are  good  older  houses,  14  poor  type  but  habitable. 

There  are  no  back  to  back  houses  in  the  area  nor  are  there  any 

back  to  earth  houses.  All  houses  in  the  area  have  through  ventilation. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  overcrowding  during  the  year, 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


The  normal  sampling  of  Milk  and  Foods  is  done  by  the  Officers  of  the 
Lancashire  County  Council,  The  Sanitary  Inspector  accompanies  the 
Official  on  every  occasion  and  aids  in  the  sampling. 

There  are  three  dairies  in  the  district  and  five  dairy  farms.  One 
person  delivering  milk  in  the  district  has  premises  outside  the  district. 
He  delivers  milk  to  the  Schools.

Four  persons  are  licensed  for  Retail  distribution  of  Pasteurised  Milk

The  rest  of  the  farms  in  the  area  produce  milk  which  is  collected  by 
lorries  and  conveyed  to  depots  outside  the  district. 

There  are  no  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  District,  Two  Butchers  Shops 
are  inspected  regularly. 

The  four  Bakehouses  in  the  district  are  satisfactory. 

Food  premises  are  licensed  under  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (Rivers 
Board  and  General  Powers)  Act,  1939?  under  Sections  115  and  116, 

Purveyors  of  Ice  Cream  are  registered. 


Hawkers  are  also  licensed  under  the  above  Act,

The  Urban  District  of  Preesall  again  shows  itself  as  a  generally 
healthy  community.  There  were  during  1958  a  similar  number  of  births  in 
the  areaj  deaths  were  two  more  but  such  a  variation  is  of  no  statistical 
significance.  The  Maternal  and  Infantile  Mortality  rates  were  nil. 

The  causes  of  death  (page  3)  show  mainly  a  list  of  the  degenerative 
conditions  of  old  age  and  most  of  the  deaths  occur  in  people  above  the 
"Three  score  years  and  ten”  referred  to  by  the  psalmist. 

Notifiable  infectious  diseases  was  at  a  very  low  level, only 
five  cases  being  notified  in  the  year,  two  scarlet  fevers  and  three  pneumonias. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector's  work  also  reveals  that  a  generally 
satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  is  being  maintained  in  the  various  types  of 
establishment  inspected.  Informal  notification  has  been  adequate  to  get 
all  defects  requiring  remedy  dealt  with  by  those  concerned.  Co-operation  of 
this  type  is  much  better  than  coercion.
